GET THAT COMBINE 
1 READY FOR HARVEST 


Your combine has to do some hard 
| slugging in the next few weeks, 
|} says Mr. C. A. Cheshire, agricul- 
tural engineer for the Alberta re- 
partment of agriculture. Is it 
ready? Servicing last fall should 
have put it in top working shape. 
However, many of our combines did 
a season's Work this spring, and in 
the rush of harvesting, seeding and 
summerfallowing all at one time, 
little maintenance work was done. 


This means a_ thorough check 
should be made now, ahead of our 
actual combining season, . 


The power unit of course should 
receive servicing such as re-gap- 
ping of plugs, replacement of de- 
fective wires, setting breaker points, 
flushing of radiator,  re-filling 
crank case, checking air cleaner 
and connections, and cleaning fuel 
lines and carburetor jets with com- 
pressed air. 

Next check the body and wheels 
of the machine itself. Your best 
| guide is the instruction book sup- 
plied with your machine, Clean 
and pack all wheel bearings with 
grade grease. Where the bearing 
is adjustable it should be tightened 
to allow free, but snug rotation. 

The frame should be thoroughly 
inspected, loose bolts tightened and 
worn bolts or rivets replaced, Truss 
rods and braces should be in place 
and tightened to maintain align: 
ment of the various parts. 

Check the feeder raddle, paying 
particular attention to whether it is 
stretched, with the chain riding up 
on the sprockets. Closing the hook 
on each link by hammering can 
compensate for some wear. 

In checking the cylinder, note 
whether it is possible to reverse the 
cylinder bars. If they are appreci- 
ably worn such a reversal may 
make replacement unnecessary. If 
one bar requires replacement, the 
one directly opposite should also be 
replaced to maintain balance. 

Straw walkers, seives and grain 
pans should be thoroughly inspect- 
ed for soundness, and also for 
proper hanger or bearing adjust- 
ment. 

Check slip clutches, chains and 
belts to see that they are all in 
good working order — replacement 
of a defective part 
cheaper than during the combine 
season,

The following information comes 
to us from our director: 

Re: Stinkweed Flavor in Beef 

The packers’ representatives have 
asked us to draw the above matter 
to your attention, It appears that 
some animals are being received at 
the plants which carry this flavor 
and are unsuitable for human con. 
sumption except for small amounts 
in garlic sausage. 

It is believed that this flavor 
arises from the feeding on grains 
containing appreciable amounts of 
siink weed seed, and in some cases 
from cattle pasturing on the green 
weed, It is believed that it does not 
take a large amount of the weed 
to produce this result, and further 
that it can be removed from the 
live animal by ten days’ feeding 
stinkweed-free feed. It can some- 
times be detected from the breath 
and manure of the cattle, though if 
they are removed from the cause, 
it will disappear from the breath 
before it disappears from the meat. 
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NOTHING IS WASTED IN 
THE WISE FAMILY GARDEN 


Mrs. Wise keeps and eagle eye 
on her garden, Not a mite of the 
good food stuff there is allowed to 
waste. This is partly because 
of good planning before the seed 
was planted. Mrs. Wise has kept 
a garden record for years and knows 
how much of each vegetable her 
family will eat — fresh, frozen, can- 
ned or stored, Seasons vary, how- 
ever, and some years the yield is 
better than others. Because of the 
abundant moisture this year there 
is an extra amount of good eating 
in many gardens. 

Do not let those extra peas go to 
Waste because your family have 
had enough peas, How about cook. | 
ing some with a sprig of mint to} 
give an unusual flavor for a change. | 
For another time add a bit of sum: | 
mer savory, or basil. And please, ’ 
please! — not peas and carrots all 
the time. They do make and excel- 
lent color and flavor combination, 
but we can get too much even of 
good things. Try mixing small 
onions, cauliflower or whole kernel 
corn With the peas for a change. 
Combine your carrots with green 
beans or broccoli, or serve a mound 
of greens surrounded by carrots. 
There are lots of different vege- 
table combinations that are good. 
Just use your imagination, being 
careful of flavor and color combin- 


| ations, 


Beets don't combine with other 
vegetables, but if well drained they 
are attractive served around a 
pile of green or white vegetables. 
To improve the flavor when cooking 
beets, try adding one-quarter tea- 
spoon of whole mixed spices to the 
cooking water, Do use the beet 
greens too. Even the big leaves are 
juicy and good this summer, Cook 
until just tender crisp then chop 
them and add a sweet sour sauce, 
The recipe for this is given in the | 
bulletin Vegetables Make the Hone 
Plate as Sweet-Sour Spinach, |

Olds School of Agriculture 
and Home Economics 


“All the garden crops on the 
O.S.A. grounds are producing above 
average yields this season,’ says 
M. W. Malyon, supervisor of the 
grounds staff at the Olds School of 
Agriculture. Sugar Prince and Gold- 
en Rocket, both hybrid varieties of 
corn, are expected to do very well 
chiefly because of early maturity. 

The orchard is somewhat spotty 
this year; some trees are yielding 
heavily while others bear no fruit, 
as a result of winter frost damage. 
Sylvin, Alexis, Olga, Trail and 
Rosthern No. 8 varieties in crab- 
apples are all good; Transcendent 
and Hyslop are only fair; Rescue, 
which is usually good, is poor this 
year. Pattens greening apple trees 
are producing a very heavy crop but 
the apple crop, generally, is poor. 

Most of the flower beds have re- 
sponded to the good growing sea. 
son. Dawn Glow and Fire Gleam 
are two varieties of gladioli that 
are doing well. Perennial Phlox 
has created much beauty this sea- 
son. 

Weather conditions have favored 
the growth of lawn grasses: Creep- 
ing Red Fescue, Kentucky Blue 
Grass, Red Top. Shrubs have re- 
quired considerable care; there is 
much evidence of winter damage by 
mice. 

The greenhouse has given early 
shelter for the bedding-out plants: 
cabbage, tomatoes and flowering 
plants. 

Mr. Malyon, who is also in charge 
of poultry, states that this year's 
crop of pullets is outstanding, “The 
200 Barred Rocks are ‘very even’ 
and, at 54% months, are laying 50 
per cent,” he states, The pullets 
were housed in their winter living 
quarters on August 20, A few each 
of Light Sussex, White Rocks, New 
Hampshires and White Leghorns 
are raised for classroom work.
